.ubject: ASSASSINATION OF 

PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY 
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SA DRAIN advised that he has ascertalned/D&llas PD that the 
bullet van removed from the President's body and was taken 
back to Washington by Secret Service on the ease plane, returning 
the President to Wash. , DC. 

Inspector KELLY, SS, was departing Washington, DC, momentarily, 
and was to arrive in Dallas at 10 PM this evening. It was 
suggested that perhaps the Bu nay desire to talk to Inspector 
KELLY prior to departure so that arrangements may be made with 
FORREST .80RRELS , SAC, SS , Dallas, to release the gun presently 
in his hands at the Dallas PD. DRAIN informed that SORRELS 
does not desire to release the gun prior to authority from his 
headquarters.
